CLOSE FINISHES AT HARLEM. 



Harlem’s re-opening whs signalized by a good 
card of seven races, the first and last of which 
were bettered by the scratching of presumable 
favorites in Ramiro II and Paul Kauvar. Nine- 
teen regular and two field bookmakers *‘cut in” 
for two days. There has been a new arrange- 
ment of officials, but Colonel M. Lewis Clark is 
still retained as presiding judge and Richard 
Dwyer as starter. Secretary Nathanson assists 
Colonel Clark in the stand, and Patrol Judge 
Keogh holds his old position. Wm. Myer has 
charge of the liquids. The day was warm with 
light breezes. The track was dry, smooth and 
fairly up to its best condition. Starter Dwyer 
ased the recall fiag. 

George H. Ketcham led the pack away from 
the post in the first race at the second break- 
away, and, never in trouble, w’on away off. 
Teutonna, off second, was headed at the first 
quarter by Summer Sea. who then fell away 
and finished “absolutely.” Teutonna was sec- 
ond as she pleased from Bryan, who was chased 
in by The Tory and Carrie F. Others never 
prominent. George H. Ketcham has changed 
^^ands. He ran in the name and colors of J. E. 
^Manning. 

For the second race Lizzie Cavalier was the 
medium of a play that sent Eddie Jones up 
from 7 to 10 to 4 to 5. She ran in the lead for 
nearly three-quarters, then began to stop, and, 
although whipped home, was beaten out of 
third money by Molo. The five horses were in a 
close bunch for one-half mile, even the 2.50 to 1 
shot, Muskadine, being right there. The latter 
fell out of the race in the next quarter. Eddie 
Jones, second at the quarter, was last at the 
half, but Thorpe got him through between 
Lizzie Cavalier and Official at the last turn and 
ridden hard to the wire, as were the others 
(those who have said J. Reiff cannot use the 
whip changed their opinion by seeing the work 
on Official), he managed to win by one-half 
length from Official, who beat Molo nose and 
tail, with Lizzie Cavalier lapped on. The 
horses were sent away to a good start at the 
first attempt. 

Haclight, first at the three breakaways, fin. 
ally got away in the rear to a start where only 
five lengths separated first and last. J. Reiff 
kept her in close to the fence, but never got up 
until the last stride, then throwing Donovan’s 
filly first past the post in masterly fashion. 
Mazie V. broke quickest but Cambrian joined 
her at once. The pair were passed on the turn 
by Souchon, who opened a gap as if it were all 
over. At the head of the straight Cambrian 
was bumped, but regaining his stride wore 
down Souchon at the last eighth, and, apparently 
winning under the whip, was nosed out by 
Haulight. Jolly Roger beat the fast tiring 
Souchon for the third money. The long shots 
were never in sight. 

The Chicago Stakes, one mile, for 3-year-olds 
and upward, worth $1,185 to the winner, $200 to 
the second and $100 to the third horse, brought 
together four horses among which the betting 
fluctuated more than on any contest seen here- 
abouts this year. The added starter, St. Al- 
fonsas D., was not considered but the prices of 
th« others danced up and down like electric 
l^'.its in front of a State street clothing store. 
Lady Ellerslie and Hugh Penny finally went to 
the post in the highest favor, while Dr. Shep- 
pard, the original favorite at 6 to 5 advanced to 
3 to 1 straight and even money place. Candelaria, 
at one time chopped down from 8 to 4, advanced 
to 5i to 1, while 9 to 5 place was to be had. 

Rutter took Dr. Sheppard to the front when 
Dwyer let go his breastline to an excellent start 
at the first fly and Foster’s horse looked as if 
about to make a runaway race of it. Lady 
Ellerslie was second, three lengths behind the 



leader up the back stretch, two lengths ahead 
of Hugh Penny and St. Alfonses D, he, two 
lengths ahead of Candelaria. Thorpe, on the 
latter, began to gain at *the far turn and into 
the straight Burns & Waterhouse’s colors 
showed third, Hugh Penny and St. Alfonses D* 
then being beaten. At the last three-sixteenths 
Lady Ellerslie was close to Dr. Sheppard, but 
the big fellow drew away, only to be brought to 
the whip the last eighth, Rutter seeing Thorpe 
getting too close for comfort. Stride by stride 
Candelaria gained and it was a saddle skirts 
at the betting ring. 4 neck at the last hun- 
dred yards, from which point Candelaria, 
running the more strongly, eventually won 
in a most exciting finish. McNickle finished 
third on Lady Ellerslie and claimed foul on Dr. 
Sheppard. This was rightfully disallowed by Col. 
Clark, as the horse was never near enough to 
the filly to interfere with her. 

After book had been made some minutes on 
the fifth race Col. Clark declared all bets off 
and ordered a new book. The judire had substi- 
tuted Caywood on Montgomery for stable 
jockey McIntyre. In the first betting 2i to 1 was 
the best price against Montgomery and the 
horse had been backed to 2 to 1, at this price he 
opened in the second betting, and W. P. Ma- 
grane, his owner, reluctantly placed a century 
on his chance, the amount that he had on 
originally. Frank Phillips said: “I got Billy 
to go back again, although he was afraid Cay- 
wood would split his sprinter wide open the 
first half racing with Our Gertie.” Montgomery 
is a peculiar horse to ride and can win if he 
lays off the flist part of the race.” Magrane’s 
fears came true, as Caywood went out racing 
with Little Alarm, a fast trick as far as she 
goes. Our Gertie stayed back three lengths 
behind the pair into the straight, turning for 
which Thorpe brought Primate up on the out- 
side and Laudeman’s horse and Montgomery 
raced alongside to the end of the grandstand. 
Here tha pair were whipping to beat one 
another, when Kiley brought up Our Gertie on 
the inside, while Tenole came fast on ihe 
outside, making a grand four horse race from 
the last sixteenth to the wire. Our Gertie’s 
number went up, Montgomery was placed sec- 
ond and Primate third. The only thing a man 
could tell from the grandstand was that Tenole 
had quit close in and finished fourth. Little 
Alarm hung on amazingly well for her. Rosa 
Masso came fast at the finish and was close up. 

Millie M. ran in front, with Hosi second and 
Prosecutor third, up the back stretch. At the 
half-mile ground all the others were already 
beaten, Millie M. quit at the last three-six- 
teenths and Hosi beat her for the place only as 
the favorite ran right over the struggling lead- 
ers when he got ready, aud won in a walk. 
Queen Safie and Treeby were fourth and fifth 
respectively. 

The last race was run at 5:30 and Harlem, tied 
Hawthorne as to quicknes of time in dis- 
posing of races ; in fact, the first named track 
has the better of it, because of the 
matter of declaring off bets in the fifth race. 
Muskalongo was heavily backed, but he was 
last at the first eighth and was never in it. Col- 
lins took command, but quit at the far turn, 
where Sir Hobart (always second) went to the 
front and opened a big gap on Prince Blazes 
and Elidad. Into the home stretch Sir Hobart 
was galloping but the read was top long, and 
inside the last sixteenth he shut up, allowing 
Prince Blazes to win, but beating Elidad, who 
ran a suprisingly good race for a horse thought 
to bo partial only to heavy going. 

When Judge Gilbert, representing Edward 
Corrigan’s interest in the Chicago Racing .Asso- 
ciation, and George W. Carpenter, representing 
the interest of John Brenock, separated after 



their meeting the other night an agreement was 
entered into by them that no suits should be 
filed, or papers served in the case pending the 
return of Judge Gilbert from the east, he leav- 
ing on a ten days vacation. In the face of this 
agreement Mr.. Corrigan was yesterday cited to 
appear before Judge Smith today, and answer 
to a charge of contempt of court. Mr. Corrigan 
was somewhat surprised, and though 
he expected to go to Kansas City last 
night to attend the funeral of his sister, 
he will be on hand to answer to the charge. 
When the Hawthorne track opens two weeks 
from yesterday, Wm. Brnen, of St. Louis, who, 
during the fiYst week that Hawthorne ran, made 
a reputation as a starter second to none, will be 
on hand to raise the barrier, Mr. Caldwell’s 
resignation having been accepted by the man- 
agement. Mr. Caldwell seemed to be unable to 
get away from the old time style of starting 
with the flag and his work at Hawthorne was 
decidedly off-color. The return of Bruen will 
be pleasing to the horsemen aad the public. 

W. P. Magrane, owner of Montgomery, said: 
“Iwent to Colonel Clark after he took down my 
boy, McIntyre, and asked: ‘Why did you put up 
Caywood?’ He answered: ‘I did not like the 
betting, and I think Caywood can ride your 
horse better than McIntyre.’ I said to him: 
‘Colonel, a man ought to know best what boy to 
ride. McIntyre has ridden Montgomery four 
firsts out of seven races, and w’hen he got him 
beat it was by a nose or a neck.’ Still, I had to 
take my medicine, for I suppose if I had led my 
horse off the track I would have been ruled off 
the turf, so I said : ‘Colonel, I am in your hands.’ 
I had shown him that I had a bet down, and I 
went and bet a little more, taking a chance that 
Caywood could ride my horse. Now. you see 
how he was beaten.’' 

It is reported Burns & Waterhouse intend to 
have their big string divided into three parts, 
to race as follows this winter on the coast. One 
string will be trained and raced at lugleside, as 
will another batch at Oakland, and the third 
division will be of horses in reserve for special 
occasion or to take the place of those that may 
go wrong. It is said trainer McCormick has at 
this early date been made two flattering offers 
when his term runs out with Burns & Water- 
house. 

Somebody betting Jim Hand that George H. 
Ketcham was subject to fits, caused the big 
horseman to sell the much traveled horse for 
$1,000. The purchaser is said to be a Catholic 
priest who lives near the Harlem race track 
and who has a penchant for breeding New- 
foundland dogs. The trainer of George H. 
Ketcham is J. E. Manning. 

The large Monday crowd thoroughly enjoyed 
the work of Riche rd Dwyer, who seemed to be 
on his mettle aud deiei mined to regain his lost 
prestige. Certainly no man ever started better 
than did he yesterday, and not a single horse 
WPS left at the po^'t. 

Espionage pulled up very lame at Hawthorne 
.^aturday and was supposedly broken down. Her 
owner, L. Ezell, says, however, that she has al- 
ready been more or less lame. “I expect her to 
go down soon,” said he, “but she is about as 

pood «s ever juet row.” 

After the two weeks which began yesterday at 
Harlem Starter Dwyer goes to Fort Erie to 
handle the flag, returning after Hawthorne 
has its t^rm. Tlr's will give Mr. Dwyer s’x 
weeks steady work. 

The badges, good at Harlem, are those issued 
to owners, trainers, jockeys and grooms. Press 
badges are allow'^d to wcrl-.irr reporter' only. 

W. A. McConnell’s entries will ne accepted 
at Hawthorne’s next meeting. 

Sam wagner is in town and says that he has 
been i.. instated by Washington Park. 



THE CASE OF T. BURNS. 



Jockey Burns is liable to become a “turf prob- 
lem” for reasons set forth as follows in the St. 
Louis Republic : 

“John W. Schorr & Son, the Memphis turf- 
men, have signed Jockey T. Burns, the premier 
lightweight of the western circuit, for a period 
of two years, dating from the expiration of 
their present contract with the boy, which runs 
out next January. Schorr & Son will pay Burns 
a yearly retainer of $8,000 under the new con- 
tract, which was drawn up and signed by both 
parties three or four weeks ago, so it is said. 
Burns signed the contract for himself, but, 
being a minor, he first had to obtain the Consent 
of his parents, who reside in the Dominion of 
Canada. This he is said to have done, the letter 
from his parents authorizing him to sign with 
Schorr <& Son being now in the possession of Mr. 
Schorr. 

‘'Thomas Hums, the Illinois horseman who 
developed Jockey Burns and turned him over to 
Schorr & Son at New Orleans, also claims the 
boy for 1899 and 1900, under a contract contain- 
ing the signature of Burns’ parents, so it is 
said. Some weeks ago it was announced that 
Mr. Hums had left for his farm in Illinois to 
spend a couple of days with his family. In- 
stead of going to his Illinois home, however, 
Mr. Hums boarded a train for the Canadian 
home of Jockey Burns’ parents. They were 
delighted at being honored with a visit from 
the man who had developed Tom into such a 
successful jockey, and made things exceedingly 
pleasant for him during his stay. In the course 
of his visit, Mr. Hums is said to have men- 
tioned what a nice thing it would be for him 
and Tom to double again. The boy’s parents 
evidently thought so too, for they readily signed 
a contract, on Tom’s behalf, giving Hums first 
call on the lad’s services for two years, begin- 
ning next January.” 

“The Hums contract is said to provide for the 
boy receiving a retainer of only $2,.500 per an- 
num. This course doesn’t suit Master Burns, 
who insists that he will stick to the Schorrs, 
who have good horses and are willing U\pay 
him over three times as much money as Hums. 
He says he will never ride a horse for Hums un- 
der any consideration, even if the courts or Turf 
Congress should decide that his old employer 
has first call on him for the coming two years, 

“Burns is sixteen or seventeen years old and 
can’t write his own name. He is a bright look- 
ing boy and takes good care of himself, but his 
mental welfare seems to have been sadly ne- 
glected. His yearly earnings will net $15,000. 
This is three times as much as a United States 
senator or congressman gets. 

“Mr. Schorr, senior, was seen yesterday by^a 
Republic representative and confirmed the re- 
port that Jockey Burns had signed with him 
for 1899 and 1900. 

‘* ‘Another party, I don’t care to mention his 
name, also claims the boy for that period,’ said 
Mr. Schorr, ‘but I don’t believe his claim will 
interfere with the contract the boy signed with 
me some weeks ago. Tom is anxious to stay 
with me and I am satisfied that his wishes in 
the matter will be gratified.’ 

"Hums also has a stable at the Fair Grounds 
consisting of Milwaukee, Prince of India and 
other well-known horses. He took Jockey Burns 
five or six years ago and developed the lad into 
one of the best riders in America. Brewer 
Schorr rode the boy on his horses around the 
Chicago tracks last summer and at New Orleans 
in the winter. 

Early in the New Orleans meeting Schorr 
and Hums got together and a deal for Burns’ 
services resulted. Hums had a contract on the

boy for this year, which he is credited with 
having turned over to Schorr for $10,000,' of 
which $4,000 went to the boy’s folks. 

“Jockey Burns and his agent, Charlie Ellison, 
paid a visit to the former’s home shortly before 
they returned to St. Louis twe w6eks ago. 
Ellison was seen at the track yesterday, but he 
refused to say anything beyond the fact that 
the boy had affixed his signature to a contract 
with Schorr & Son for 1899 and 1900. Burns is 
the leading winning jockey of America, having 
piloted more winners than any rider in the 
country the present season. 

“He can ride as light as ninety pounds, and is 
a finished artist in the pigskin. August Bel- 
mont, the millionaire New York banker and 
turfman, made the boy a splendid offer to ride 
Filon d’Or in the Futurity at Sheepshead Bay 
Tuesday, but the colt went lame, it is reported. 
George E. Smith, better known as ‘Pittsburg 
Phil,’ wired Mr. Schorr yesterday, asking for 
the boy to ride his colt Ahom in the same stake. 
He guaranteed the boy $500 and a big present if 
Ahom won. Smith’s colt is a half brother to the 
game little Ben Brush, and is thought to have 
an excellent chance to win the Futurity. ‘Mel- 
bourne Bill’ Barnes also wanted Burns to ride 
his crack filly Lady in Blue in the Futurity. 
Jim Rowe is training Lady in Blue for Mr. 
Barnes. He says the filly has an excellent 
chance to finish first in the big stake, with a 
competent rider in the saddle. Mr. Barnes 
offered Burns a big riding fee and expressed his 
willingness to make it worth Mr. Schorr’s while 
to send the boy east if Lady in Blue won ; but 
the Memphis turfman had to refuse all offers 
for the boy. He needs Burns to ride his horses 
at the Fair Grounds.”
